MEDICAL HEALTH OFFICER 
FAVORS PURE FOOD LAW 


WILL SUBMIT A REPORT TO COUNCIL NEXT TUESDAY 
EVENING RECOMMENDING THAT BYLAW BE 
PASSED AND A FOOD INSPECTOR APPOINTED. 


The need for a pure food bylaw, and 
a food inspector-to enforce its provis- 
jons, Was the subject of conversation 
this morning between Dr. Whitelaw, 
medical officer of health, and a Capi- 
tal representative. Dr. Whitelaw has 
been asked by the council to submit 
further information in regard to: this 
reform, and at the reguiar meeting of 
that body on ‘*uesday evening next, he 
will..submit in detail the proposals of 
the board of health, 

The inspection of bake shops -and 
bread waggns as to all phases of han- 
dling and ,denveries, should, said the 
doctor this..morning, be one of ‘the 
duties of; the -food. inspector, who 
would be appointed to enforce a pure 
food bylaw. In addition, he should 
inspect all contectionary shops and 
retail butcher shops—all concerns of 
this character where overlapping with 
government inspectors would not be 
involved, 

This morning the health officer 
pointed out that in all large centres of 
population, methods of preparation and 
the handling. of different food pro- 
ducts by the retaile7, render it pos- 
sible for the food to be adulterated, 
with or without the consent of the 
middleman, The products, if not ren- 
dered positively dangerous to public 
health, are frequently at least less per- 
wise would be. The customer is. li- 
fect and wholesome than they other- 
able to obtain a less perfect and whole- 
some food than the price paid by him 
entities him to. 

“The public are entitled to a square 
deal,” said the doctor, “and it is the 
duty of the governing bodies to sce 
that they get it.” 

He did not suggest that dishonesty 
was practiced, but pointed out that iil- 
spection of the kind propose would 
form the best: guarantee of the honest 
dealer against unfair competition on 
ihe part of his trade rivals. Because 
inspection. was proposed, no. aspersion 
on the character of the merchants was 
intended, ; 

In the event of the council! passing a 
pure food bylaw and authorizing the 
appointment of an inspector, the 
hoard of health are assured of can- 
didates: for the position by veterinar- 
ians who have gone through a course 
in food inspection. It is proposed that 


the inspector should also-agt‘as veter- 
inary surgeon for cily horses, and ap- 
ply the tumerculin test, When desired, 
in behalf of the local owners of, cows, 
the citizens who retain one ‘or two | 
cows for~'their own purposes. The 
appointment of an aspistant to the food 
inspector might be made necessary if 
this course were decided upon, but Dr. 
Whitelaw believes that the result 
would be a very considerable saving 
to the city. The number of teams em- 
ployed for city work will. be greater 
this year than ever bDefore, and -veterin- 
arians’ fees will reach a considerable 
total. z

FINAL ARGUMENT IS SUBMITTED 
IN CASE OF GAELAGHER VS CITY 


In his reply to the argument of W. 
L. Walsh, K. C., counsel for the city 
in the action of Gallagher vs. Arm- 
istrons, . M. Biggar contends that A. 
V. Bouillon is still a commissioner of 
the city on the admission of the coun- 
cil, the calling of a special meeting 
subsequent to the meeting of Feb. 21, 
and the subsequent reference to him 
of the proposition of the Edmonton 
Heat and Power company, being evi- 
dence to this effect. Mr. Biggar claims 
that the disqualification of aldermen 
on account of bias and interest in the 
case now under trial, would not have 
the effect of disqualifying ratepayers 
who might vole upon an issue arising 
oul of the present’ controversy.. The 
issue in the election, says counsel, 
would not be whether Com. Bouillon 
should or should not be dismissed, but 
whether he should be dismissed with- 


out notice of aN being given, and 
a hearing given to the commissioner. 

In his argument as submitted to 
Mr. Justice Stuart this morning, O. M. 
Biggar closes the case so far as the 
lawyers are concerned, and the. issue 
now awaits the decision of-the judge, 
unless the judge, who intimated dur- 
ing the course of the* trial that he 
might deem it’ necessary ‘to call coun- 
sel before him ‘again, considers this 
advisable. 

In the course of‘ his brief reply to 
the defendant’s counsel, Mr. Biggar 
contends that the argument of the de- 
fence, that the action:could only be 
constituted by the  attorney-general, 
fails in that “the public of the pro- 
vinee of Alberta has no interest what- 
ever in the action, and the interest. is 
restricted to the ratepayers of the 
city of Edmonton, who are not the 


public.” Mr. Walsh's argument under 
this head was that a public right js 
alleged to have been infringed. In 
such cases, action can be taken only 
through the attorney-general, The 
decisions which Mr. Walsh cited in 
his argument, are, Mr. Biggar submits, 
irrelevant to the present action. » 


Mr. Biggar challenges the contention | 


of the defence, that a commissioner 
may be dismissed without notice being 
given and a hearing of complaints first 
having taken place. The decision of 
a Massachusetts court to the effect that 
a hearing is unnecessary, is held to be 
at variance with English law as settled 
by the House of Lords in the case of

An automobile driveway 42 miles 
long that will encircle the University 
buildings and Grand View Heights is 
the latest in improvements being plan- 
ned by the aggressive little city of 
Strathcona. 

When the board of trade of the sis- 
ter city met recently, the matter of im- 
proving Saskatchewan avenue was 
brought up and jn the discussion that 
ensued the talk centred on an automo- 
bile. highway to cqnnect with the road. 

“48. Boulevard Deolded 

The councll has already decided to 
make a fine boulevard out of Saskat- 
chewan avenue. The plan for the pro- 
posed highway. has .a large number of 
enthusiasts and the member of the 
provineial parliament has already been 
asked to bring the matter before Pre- 
mier Sifton for the purpose of having 
the ‘government build ‘the stretch (of 
road for the'city. 

The roard will! yun around the ubi- 
versity buildings ‘and Grand View 
Heights, taking in the settlements, of 
Rapid Hill and White Mud, providing 


an excellent highway for the rural 


residents (6 get into town. It will also 
run a mile east to the Calgary trail and 
thence on this trail back into town. 
Judge Tipton and other prominent resi- 
dents of the city are backing the pro- 
Ject quite strongly, while the board of 
trade. and‘ the city council are among 
the first to come out in favor of ft. 
A Groat Advantage 

It will mean considerably more to 
Strathcona aside from the advantages 
it will offer to visitors who come lo 
Edmonton and want to visit the univer- 
sity buildings. By extending the high- 
way seven miles around the buildings 
and thence five miles around the town, 
it will afford strangers and others an 
excellent view of the beautiful coun- 
try surrounding Strathcona. 

It ig inevitable that good highways 
will have to be built approaching the 
university grounds. Prominent people 
who have taken outo parties out to 
these buildings are now the strongest 
advocates of at Jeast one good road lea- 
ding to the grounds. A good road will 
improve the whole aspect of the loca- 
tion and the scheme hit upon by the 
enterprising Strathconians provides an 
outlet for a long string of autos that 
wouki otherwise have to retrace their 
course back over the direct road.

EFFORT WILL BE MADE TO MAK TO MAKE CITY A “SPOTLESS 


TOWN?’— 


MOVEMENT STARTED BY THE 150,000 CLUB— 


20,000 MEN, WOMEN AND CHILDREN WILL ASSIST. 


Spokang,\ash., March 30.—One of 


the most unique and: wholesome spec- 
tacles ever. witnessed on this continent 
will be the cleaning and special arbor 
day celcbration’in Spokane the latter 
part of April, when the city commis- 
sioners will co-operate with the regi- 
dents in an effort ‘to make ‘Spokane a 
“spotless ‘town.!! | Mayor William J. 
Hindley will proclaim a pyblic holiday 
to start the campaign, after which the 
City Beautiful committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and al'ied organiza- 
tions wil take charge. 

“Our arrangements are not yel com- 
pleted,” Mayor Hindley. said, “but I be- 
lieve we can bring out from 45,000 to 
50,000 men and women, including rail- 
road and bank presidents, manufactur- 
ers, wholesale and_pretall dealers and 
society matrons, on the opening day to 
assist in beautifying the residence dis- 
tricts. The city crematory department 
will take care of the business streets 
and alleys and special detachments of 
firemen wil be on hand to avert fires. 
The refuse wil be destroyed under their 


direotion.” 


Aubrey Lee White, president of the 
Spokane park commission, is' the origin- 
ator of the municips 1 cleani &@ day plan, 
first worked out in this cit¥fearly in the 

spring ef 1906 through the ‘City Bean- 
tiful committee of the 150,000 club, 
now headed by'C. Herbert Moore, for- 
merly mayor of the city. It has be- 
come an annual institution in Spokane 
and has been taken up by other cities 
in the United States and the Dominion 
of Canada. 

Twenty thousand men, women and 
school children participated in the first 
annual cleaning day, Oye.years ago. The 
army of volunteer workers, composed 
of people from. all walks of life, was 
under the direction .of City Engineer 
Henry J. Lilienthal, who was marshal 
of the day. The men and boys were 
armed with shovels, pruning imple- 
ments and rakes, while the women and 
girls ‘assisted in’ planting trees and 
shrubs and flower’seeds.' ‘They worked 
from early morning‘untll the sun pass- 
ed‘ from view behind the western hills 


land the results were Highly satisfas- 


tory. 

Five hundred teams were provided 
by the 150,000 club, mill-owners, bus- 
iness houses and residents generally 
to haul the garbage to the municipal 
incinerating plants, and special firemen 
were stationed in various parts of the 
city and outskirts to supervise the de- 
struction of refuse by bonfires. Busi- 
ness was suspended tae the hours 
the people were engaged | n cleaning 
the city. 

The 150,000 club turned out its en- 
tire membership of 3,200. in command 
of Hon. H. Rice, then secretary of the 
organization and the Ne-Mow E-Nak- 
Ops, the woman's auxiliary, headed by 
Mrs. F. F, Emery, assisted the school 
girls: with the planting of‘shrubs and 
flowering vines and seeding -plots, of 
ground. Ten thousand packets. of 
flower seeds were ‘used,, When.Spo- 


hi kane awakenéd’ the’ next’ morning the 


city presented the apearance of a new 
pia. 
Want a City Beautiful. 
Beautification and artistic i{mprove- 
ments were noticeable in all parts of 
the city and it’ was gencrally conceded 
that the first cleaning day campaign 


was one of the most sucesful semi- 


clvic movements carried to’a successful 

conclusion in Spokane and-the North- 

west. Then and there:it was decided | 
to Tatler gne day each year to. this 

work. Afterward'the gampaign was ex- 

tended-to cover ‘six days, ¢losing with | 
an arbor day celebration the last after- 

noon of the week. 

Another movement in connection 
with the cleaning day plan was the or- 
ganization of the Spokane Tree Plant- 
ing association with 10,000 active 
members among the children above the 
third grade inthe public schools. Pu- 
pils promising to plant one or more 
trees or shrubs a pear are eligible to 
free membership. The certificates 
presented to the children contain full 
instructions in taking up and trans- 
planting trees and shrubs, also hints 
on caring for the plants. To defray 
the expense of the organization special 
membership cards were sold to adults 
at $i each. 

Well Organized. 


The City Beantiful committee is de- 
clared to be. one of the best organized 
bodies in America. In addition to the 
chairman and permanent ‘seeretary, 
there is a vice chairman in each ward, 
a.captain in each: precinct and a ljeu- 
tenant in every block within the incor- 
porated city limits. ‘There is also a 
joint committee of 20 busines men, 
making up the sub-committees on 
cleaning day, public buildings, parks, 
driveways and alleys, streets, bridges 
and tree planting, The joint commit- 
tee meets’ twice a week, when plans 
are submitted for discussion, and upon 
adoption the work is carried out 
through. the captains in the various 
wards, 


The older boys in colleges and’ hingh | 


schools are organized to assist the offl- 
cers of the association in reporting dis- 
tricts or lots that require attention. 
The captains and leutenants of the 
companies of boys make tours of every 
block in their neighborhoods, to over- 
see the work. They are supplied with 
blanks to make reports on the location 
of ash piles, refuse-littered alleys, neg- 
lected lawns and trecs and broken fen- 
ces and sidewalks, and as soon as these 
are checked the work of betterment be- 
gins. 


The success of the several campaigns 
resulted in the formation of a civio 
plan commission, consisting of 50 lib- 
eral and esthetically educated business 
and professional men to. work out a 
practical program for water, sewer,, 
transportation, parks and boulevard 
system’ and municipal art in Spokane 
for the next 50 years, Experts declare 
this is one of the most important and 
farseeing pieces of business wisdom 
yet advanced by any American city, 

George Wharton James, one of ‘tho 
foremost municipal art critics in Amer- 
ica, said after. pearing y the, So oeene 
plan: , 

“IT look upon Spokane as one of the 
most—if not . the most—enlightened 
and hopeful ofthe younger cities in re- 
gard to general civic art improvements 
that the United States has to-day, and 
I heartily commend its spirit to those 
who are seeking the way to educate 
and arouse public sentiment In their 
own cities as to what should and can 
be done."

London, March 30.—Both the Ox- 
ford and Cambridge crews have prac- 
tically finished their training for the 


great annual boat race, which is to 
be rowed Saturday over the usual 
course from Mortlake to Putney, Pub- 
lic interest in the great aquatio event 
is unusually keen this year. For week? 
the papers have ‘devoted columns to 
the daily work of the two eights, while 
this week the Thames has been lined 
with spectators.to witness the prac- 
tice spins and to form opinions as to 
the condition of the contestants. 

It seems to be the general opinion 
that there will be a grand struggle. 
The Oxonians are slight favorites, 
which is due largely to the fact that 
they got into shape earlier in the sea- 
son and have steadily improved in form 
and-steadiness. Like all crews stroked 
by Mr. Bourne, the Oxonians have a 
steady swing and nice rhythm. 

In their early practice work, the 
Cambridge men were unlucky in los- 
ing the services of their second coach. 
In the home waters the crew showed 
a slower stroke than was desirable, but 
since they appeared at Putney there 
has been noticed a steady improve- 
ment. It is now. conceded that every 
man in the crew is a good worker and 
that there is not a weak spot in the 
The members of the crew are 
for the most part a very powerful and 
heavy set of men and many experts 
Incline to the opinion that Cambridge 


-will quietly wear down the rival crew 


in the latter part of the race. 

This will be the sixty-eighth race 
between the two universities. Oxford 
has been the winner in thirty-six con- 
tests and Cambridge in thirty, while the 
one of 1877 resulted in a dead heat. 
The best time over the four-mile 
course, 48 minutes, 47 seconds, was 
first made by Oxford in 18938, and 
equalled by Cambridge in 1900.

The superintendent of Chinese 
schools in the city declared that funds 
would be forthcoming from Chinese re- 
sidents, to maintain their portion of the 
cost of the celebration. “The Chinese,” 


| he said, “were loyal to the King who 1s 


ruling over them now. They wanted to 
know what other peoples of non-Brit- 
ish origin—Germans and Americans— 
were willing to do to show their priae 
an citizenship.” 

Mr. Clampett, and other members of 
the Irish Association, declared that the’ 
Irishmen of Edmonton would be among 
the most enthusiastic workers for- the 
ss of the celebration, but no as- 
sociation—English, Scotch, Irish or 
sh—will have distinctive represen- 
tation upon the organization committee. 

In closing the meeting Mr. McGeorge, 
who is acting as chairman pro tem, de- 
'clared that he did not think so large a 
sum as $15,000 need be spent upon the 
celebration by the city. Ifa large sum 
is ot be spent, it were better to estab- 
lish something stable—a King George 
, fund for the Children's Aid Society, for 
fostance. In common with other speak- 
ers, Mr. McGeorge was of the opinion 
that the cost of the celebratiom should 
be borne by the ratepayers at large. 
The fair way of providing funds was 


to obtain them from the ratepayers 
through general taxation.

SAYS WELLS ARE 
MENACE TO HEALTH 


Health Officer is In Favor of Extending 
City Water Servico to Fraser’s 
Flats. 


That the wells upon Fraser's Flats, 
from which the water supply of this 
district is aerived, constitute a danger 
| to public health, was the opinion ex- 
pressed this morning to the Capital 


by Dr. Whitelaw, medical oficer of 
health. Dr. Whitelaw is of the opin- 
ion that immediate steps should be tak- 


en to remedy the condition of affairs, 
and today he is taking the matter up 
with A, J. Latornell, city engineer. 

At the present time almost all the 
water supply is obtained from the 
various wells of the locality. ‘None 
of these are above suspicion,’ said the 
doctor this morning.’ A man’ who re- 
cently took up residence on Fraser's 
Flats, discovering the condition of the 
nearest well, has ‘for the last few 
weeks, carried water a couple of 
blocks from a well which is considered 
jto be fairly pure, taking the additional 
precaution of boiling all the water be- 
fore use. 

One of the chief dangers, Dr. White- 
law. pointed out, lies in the failure of 
the residents of the Flats to realize the 
{necessity of obtaing pure water, The 
{water carts do not serve this district, 
'4he grade being a heavy one, but if the 
| people of Fraser's Flats were to unile 
to obtain a pure water supply, the dif- 
ficulty would be removed. It is not 
now apparent that a sufficient revenue 
could be obtained by watermen to make 
their service pay. 

The abolition of the sanitary pail 
system, is the cause of additional dan- 
cer to the people of this district. Since 
the system has been abolished pits have 
been resorted to, in the absence of a 
sewer service, and the urgency of wat- 
er reform is greater today than it has 
ever been before. 

Dr. Whitelaw suggests that a water 
pipe might be laid down one of the 
Fraser's Flats street, from a standpipe, 
and that theresidents be given an op- 
portunity to draw from this pipe to 
meet their needs, A small quantity of 
coal oil poured into well would make 
the water unpalatable, and induce resi- 
dents who might otherwise be inciin- 
ed to take the well water on faith, to 
abandon it in favor of a pure supply.
